Way. Anyone 
who has arrived 
at the St. Gau- 
dens point of view 
can sc: that. And 
it would look neg- 
leftful for the 
President, after 
taking “In God 
We Trust” off coins, putting bloomers 
on the American eagle and standing the 
Goddess of Liberty in a living music 


pose, to leave the stars in the flag 


packed in straight lines like a tow of 
figs. 





“Merger” Idea Won't Do. 
Oklahoma, bringing along a new star, 
has given the cue for the change. An 
Ohio visitor, Dr. A. M. Martin of Bloom- 
field, has offered a plan at the White 
Hoyse, and is try- 
ing to pose as the 
original flag re- 
visionist. But few 
suppose that his 
simple design will 
be what the Presi- 
dent wants.

Officers of the Missouri Naval Re- 
serves learned with surprise and in- 
dignation Friday that the training ship 
Huntress, now anchored off Bissell’s 
Point, was being used as a meeting 
place for young men a North St. 
Louis girls, the girls being mostly ad- 
the tall, yel- 
low-haired able seaman in charge of 
the ship. 

Sanderson frankly admitted to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Friday that Meta 
Pradler, 16 years old, and Lulu Kleine, 
15, who have been missing for four 
days from their homes, have spent some 
time on the ship since their parents 
last saw them. He says he does not 
know where they are now. 

Spent a Week, Says Mother. 
.-Mrs. Bertha Pradler of 5225 Blair ave- 
nue, mother of Meta Pradler, said Fri- 
day that she had learned that Meta 
spent the week before her disappear- 
ance as a gvest at the Huntress. San- 
derson said the girl was not there all 
the time, but admitted that she made 
frequent visits and stayed for consider- 
able lengths of time. 

Sanderson’s companion on the ship, 
whose name is Steadman, would make 
no statement about the visits of the 
girls to the s‘iip. 

“They come to see me. ‘not him,” said 
Sanderson with pride. 

“Some other young 
girls here, too.”’ 

William Mittendorf, watchman for the 
North St. Louis Rowing Club, says he 
has frequently seen young women going 
to the boat, singly and in pairs, at 
various hours. He especially remembers 
the visit late Monday afternoon of the 
two girls who are now missing, be- 
cause of the long scarlet cloak worn 
by Lulu Kleine. 

Men Members of Navy. 

Commander Roberts of the Misseuri 
Naval Reserves said Friday that he 
would at once investigate the occur- 
rences on the ship. Lieut. White said 
he had heard of visits of young women 
to the Huntress, but had supposed they 
went to see the boat, and had not 
known that certain girls were in the 
habit of frequenting the ship. The ship 
is inspected twice a week, they said. 

Sanderson and Steadman are members 
of the United States Navy, detailed to 
care for the Huntress. Their assign- 
ment here is from the Navy Depart- 
ment, but they are under the supervi- 
sion of Commander Roberts and Lieut. 
White. 

Letter Written to Girl. 

A letter written by Sanderson to Meta 
Pradier helped the young woman's 
mother to learn where she had been 
spending her time. The letter, as shown 
by Mrs. Pradier to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, is as follows: 

“My Dear Girl—I would have written 
to you sooner, but I was too busy. I 
would like for you to come down to the 
ship Sunday. I want you to be sure to 
come. I’ would like to see you about 
something. Good-by, dear; be sure and 
come. Kisses for you only. Come. 
Please do. 

“Your Sailor Kid, 

‘ROY SANDERSON.” 

Sanderson said Friday that he wrote 
the letter some time ago, just when he 
did not recall. It was not dated. 

Meta Pradler called last Monday at 
Lulu Kleine’s home, 3938 North Twenty- 
second street, and asked Lulu to go to 
a dentist's office -with her. So far as 
the girls’ parents can learn, they did 
not go to a dental office, but went di- 
rect to the Huntress. Neither has since 
been seen at home. 

Mrs. Pradler is prostrated by the 
absence of her daughter and by the dis- 
coveries the girl’s disappearance has 
brought about. 


Meta, when last seen at home, wore 
a blue suit and a blue hat. She had 
two rings, one a seal with the initials 

“M. 8.,” and a pair of blue forget-me- 
not earrings. The chief article of Lulu’s 
costume was her scarlet cloak.

Drop of Independent Concern’s 
Stock Value Is From 
Par to 14. 





United States. Independent Tele- 
phone Co., in which many St. Louisans 
lost large sums of money, has been or- 
dered to show cause, at Newark, N. J., 
next Tuesday, why it should not be de- 
clared insolvent. and a_ receiver ap- 
pointed. 4t is estimated that St. Louis. 
investors in the securities of this com- 
pany lost between $1,500,000 and $2,000,000. 
James M. E. O'Grady of Rochester, 
N. Y., who owns 28 of the company’s 
$1000 bonds and 112 shares of its capital 
stock, is the petitioner for the receiver. 
The bonds and stock of the company 
were heavily sold in St. Louis, through 
Breckinridge Jones and others, in the 
fall of 1906. The bonds of the company 
were sold at par, with a stock bonus 
thrown in. 

Adolphus Busch was one of the heav- 
jest losers. His loss alone is estimated 
at. more than $100,000. Within six 
months after the securities of the com- 
pany had been sold at par they dropped 
down to 14. The company was demor- 
alized, and although several efforts 
have been made to rehabilitate it, they 
have always failed. 

At one time pians were made to sell 
the securities to the Bell Telephone Co. 
at 35 cents on the dollar, but the At- 
torney-General of New York prevented 
the deal, on the ground that it wag in 
violation of the anti-trust laws. The 
home office of the corporation is Roch- 
ester, N. Y., and many of the richest 
men of that town lost great fortunes 
in the enterprise. 

It was capitalized for $50,000,000 and 
its purpose was to establish independ- 
ent telephone systems throughout the 
country. It bought several plants at 
enormous prices and then the crash 
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Committee Hears News Over Phone—Attend- 
ants Blamed— Deneen’s Personal Hench- 
men Threatened With Ejectment.

CHICAGO, Feb. 14.—News of the lat- 
est asyluin horror interrapted the teg 
isiative investigation of past abuses in 
the State institutions of Illinois today, 
exactly at the moment that Chairman 
Hill of the committee was concluding a 
scathing denunciation of Gov. Deneen 
with a threat to throw W. B. Moulton, 
the Governor’s personal representative 
out of the room if he did not cease in- 
terrupting the proceedings. 


Suicide Feared Operation. 

A long-distance telephone message to 
the committee rooms brought the infor- 
mation that threugh the supposed care- 
lessness of attendants at the Northern 
Illinois Hospital for the Insane, Frank 
Slocum, a patient, had been able to 
break a window and commit suicide by 
gashing his throat with the ragged 
edge of a piece of — obtained this 
way. 

Full details of the accident were told 
over the phone and it was found that 
Slocum had been taken to the infirmary, 
where he was to have undergone a 
slight operation. He was terribly 
frightened, but was left alone in a room 
while the attendants went to call the 
surgeon who was to operate. When 
they returned they found Slocum dying 
on the floor. The dead man lived at 
Woodstock, where he is survived by a 
widow and one child. 

Hill Accuses Deneen. 
The threat to eject Moulton was ac-

companied by a statement from Chair- 
man Hill, in which the. Goyerner..was, 
accused of attempting to defeat the 
legislature's effort to get the true facts 
in regard to alleged abuses in various 
State institutions. The statement was 
in _ part as follows: 

“The committee might state to the 
gentleman (W. B. Moulton) that if it 
has not made greater progress in this 
examination it is not the fault of com- 
mittee. Great force and power from & 
certain direction has so far been ex- 
erted to direct this investigation into 
one channel and that the most favyor- 
able to certain parfies.’’ 


Woman Witness Causes Row. 


Two other members issued similar 
denunciations. The row was caused by 
an attempt to shut off Miss Julia Lath- 
rop, member of the Board of Charities, 
who had made statements which ap- 
peared to further’ damage the Adminis- 
tration’s cause. She frankly admitted 
that she had visited the State institu- 
tions hardly at all in the past year. 

She also painted a horrible picture 
of vermin-infested asylums under the 
present administration and said that 
in one case nothing approached it in 
the almshouses supported by the 
counties in Illinois, She told of in- 
mates being forced to sleep on the 
floor because the beds were alive with 
vermin,

Snell’s dislike for Richard, and as to 
his lavish gifts to Mabelle Snell Mc- 
Namara of Kansas City, his favorite 
grandniece. 

“Exaggerated Ego.” 

Dr. Archibald Church of Chicago and 
Dr. James S. Green of Kankakee, both 
alienists of wide reputation, said they 
did not consider Col. Snell sane if the 
facts set forth in the question were true. 
They declared that his fondness for Ma- 
belle Snell, Mrs. Hamilton and other 
women whose names have not. been 
made public, was such as to alienate 
his affections from his family, and that 
he suffered from “exaggerated ego.”’

WOMEN SHUDDER IN FEAR 
OF THOUSANDS OF RATS AS

Swarms of Rodents Scamper for 
Other Cover When Crowded 
Quarters Are Destroyed. 


When working girls, passing in cars, 
and on foot and society women in au- 
tomobiles go by the site of the old 
Coliseum they shudder. No, no ghost 
story has been unearthed, but some- 
thing far more terrible to the feminine 
mind.

The bakery of Frank Cusamano, ‘ 
Wash street, is a type of disease-breed- 
ing shop. The bakery is only about 
18x20 feet in size, and has no outside 
windows. The only ventilation is ob- 
tained when the trapdoors are opened. 
This is only done when the bakers be- 
come overheated and gasp for air. Then 
they rush for the trap and stand in 
their thin clothing with their skine 
wet from perspiration. This is what 
breeds consumption in the bakeshop. 

Cusamano’s shop is taken up one- 
third by the oven and the balance by a 
bread trough and standing room. The 
place is a veritable death trap. 

The places cited here are only typ- 
ical of dozens of others which are in 
even worse condition. In the Itallan 
and Jewish bakeries are men emaciated 
and sallow from consumption, and the 
bread they make goes out to the peo- 
ple tainted. 

One Baker Cleans Up. 

The bakery of Robert Miksieck, 2006 
South Eleventh street, against which a 
charge was made by Factory Inspector 
Sikes that it was in bad condition and 
that the ventilation was defective, and 
so reported in the Post-Dispatch of 
Wednesday, has been cleaned and white- 
washed. A reporter for the Post-Dis- 
patch made an inspection of it Thurs- 
day. The floors, walls and utensils are 


in a perfectly clean condition and it 
compares favorably with .the best of 
the small bakeries in the west part of 
the city. 

Mr. Miksieck says that Deputy  In- 
spector Baker inspected it six months 
ago and gave him a certificate to the 
effect that the place was in a satisfac- 
tory condition. 

There is a charge against Miksieck 
for not ventilating his bakeshop in ac- 
cordance with the law, which will come 
up for trial in the Court of Criminal 
Correction Friday.

St. Louis has the cleanest and dirtiest 
bakeries in the United States. The clean- 
est are those in the West, South and 
North Ends of the city, and the big 
bread factories. The reason for this 
is that in the individual German bak- 
eries the women clean up the shops 
while the men sleep when not work- 
ing, and in the big bakeries a large 
amount of money is spent every month 
in cleaning up. Without exception the 
bakeries conducted by Germans were 
reported cleanly, and passed without 
criticism the inspection of the State 
Factory Inspéctor. 

The worst shops in the city are found 
among those conducted by Bulgarians 
and Greeks in the Second street dis- 
trict and Jews and Italians in the Ghet- 
to, bounded by Morgan street and Cass 
avenue and Sixth and Ninth streets. 

These bakeries are not only unsani- 
tary, but are used as lodging houses, 
and are dirty and illy ventilated. 

That these shops have not been 
closed is due to the laxness with which 
the laws have been enforced. It has 
been practically impossible to get a 
warrant against the bakeshop owners 
for violations of the law against un- 


cleanliness or against disease. A recent 
warrant was cut from a number of 
charges, including six counts, to the 
simple violation of the ventilation law. 


Laws Violated Daily. 

The laws of health by ventilation and 
ordinary sanitation are violated every 
day, and, according to the State Fac- 
tory Inspector, warrants cannot be ob- 
tained on which the culprits may be 


punished. 

The peril to the health of the people 
of. the city is terrific and the officers 
whose duty it is to remedy affairs are 
unable to do so owing to inadequate 


city laws. 
New York has a law, put into effect 


about a year ago, which gives the Fac- | 
tory Inspector absolute power to close 
any bakery not properly conducted. The 
law prescribes the height of the ceiling 
of the bakery and all tne processes for 
the preparation of the dough and the 
baking of the bread. 

The law also regulates the sweeping 
and cleaning of the bakeries, the white- 
washing of the walls and ceilings, the 
plumbing and the keeping of closets 
and sinks. It prohibits sleeping in bak- 
eries and excludes dogs and cats. 

The city officials have been thorough- 
ls aroused to the necessity of enforcing 
the laws against dirty bakeries. The 
laws are not stringent enough and do 
not give the factory inspector and his 
deputies permission to bring into court 
the violators of the laws already on the 
statutes.

According to Mr. Miller, who formerly 
lived in Pittsburg and who °° de- 
signed the proposed plant, he can, 
by his process, extract 98 per 
cent of the oils from the garbage. 
The by-products will be the company’s 
principal source of income. The 27 cents 
a ton will just about pay for getting the 
garb ;e from the city’s twp receiving 
stations to the company’s -plant. 

Has New System. 

What remains of the garbage after the 
oils have been extracted will be sold for 
fertilizer. Mr. Miller says the system 
he has devised is so far ahead of other 
methods that he can afford to defy 
competition, as ha can reduce garbage 
at a much lower cost than is possible 
by other systems. For this reason, he 
said, he was able to make a lower bid 
than his competitors. 

“If our company is awarded the con- 
tract to receive and reduce the garbage 
of the city of St. Louis,’’ said Mr. Miller 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter, ‘“‘we are 
amply prepared to proceed from both a 
monetary and mechanical standpoint. 
We have thus far placed with the oity a 
certified check for $10,000 and await the 
privilege of filing the $50,000 bond re- 
quired by ordinance.”’ 

City to Do Collecting. 


The 10-year contract is to be let merely 
for the reduction of the garbage. The 
city will continue to collect the garbage 
with its own equipment, and will deliver 
it to the two receiving stations, one in 
North and the other in South St. Louis. 
The cost of reduction, under the 
Standard’s bid will be about $35,000 a 
year. The cost of collection last year 
was $185,804.84, but it will be about $200,000 
this year. The total cost of collection 
and reduction, if the low bid is accepted, 
will be about $235,000 a year. It cost the 
city about $65,000 a year to dispose of 
the garbage at Chesley Island. The 
Standard’s bid means a saving of $40,000 
a year to the city, while the acceptance 
of a bid at $1.66 a ton would increase 
the cost to the city about $100,000 a year.

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Feb. 14.—Justi- 
fying the Texas’ tradition that ‘‘the 
Alamo never surrenders,’’ by vacating 
it only after reaching an agreement 
with the opposition that the claimants 
to the property should submit their 
cause to the courts for arbitration, Miss. 
Adina Dezavalla has given possession 
to the representative of the Governor. 
She left the Alamo, almost exhausted 
from lack of sleep and food. She was 
begrimed and exposure had weakened 
her. 

After negotiations for the evacuation 
of the building had been completed, 
Miss Dezavalla required the deputy 
sheriff who had been on guarfd to de- 
part. She then announced that she was 
in undisputed possession and received 
the Governor’s representative, to whom 
she transferred her rights pending the 
settlement of the dispute by the courts. 

“I aid not surrender,” Miss Dezavalla 
said today in discussing the matter.

She managed to wind up the 
first year without debt, theugh with 
no surplus. However, she had learned 
that her scale of charges was too low 
and gradually raised it. You will have 
gathered she was a natural manager 
and a good housekeeper. At the end 
of the second year there was a surplus, 
At the end of the fifth year she bought 
a house on Washington avenue above 
Twelfth street, paying only a third of 
the price down. At the end of the tenth 
year she owned three houses and the 
boarding business in them, gained 
through careful management and some 
shrewd trades. 

And then her daughter was born.

him now, but as warm of heart and 
ready for any fun; there was Dumont 
and Benoist and Cobb and Csrr and 
Boislinere and Capt. Corkery, John Lo- 
ker, Frank Hunkins, Charley Ware 
Sherer and Dan Bissell—a long string of 
them. 

Dotsie began her queenship early, be- 
ing the sole baby in the boarding house 
and a very amiable baby, who early re- 
solved that no amount of petting should 
spoil her. Mrs. Hummel's voung men 
tried very hard to spoli Dotsie with pet- 
ting, but they did not succeed. She was 
just as derhocratic a little lady as any 
child in the Egyptian village from which 
her parents came.
